GPA  Tackles  New  Green  Space  Threat

The  green  space  along  Bosworth  Street  continues  to 
cause  concern  to  the  Glen  Park  Association. 

History 

In  the  late  60' s  Bosworth  Street  was  widened  to  four 
lanes  and,  as  a  result,  the  buildings  on  its  north  side  from 
Diamond  Street  to  Elk  Street  were  demolished.  The  portion  of 
the  properties  which  was  not  paved  over  was  landscaped  by 
the  city  and  has  grown  into  the  mature  green  space  we  know 
today.  The  SF  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  owns  the 
property  and  has  maintained  it  (off  and  on)  since  its  creation. 

Current  Threats 

Now  there  are  two  potential  threats  to  the  green  space. 
1 .  The  citv  does  not  wish  to  continue  to  maintain  the  land.  It 


Good/Bad  News  for  Libraries

Due  to  the  diligent  effort  of  many  volunteers  through- 
out the  City,  cuts  to  the  Library  budget  have  been  mitigated. 
For  Glen  Park  Branch  this  means  that  there  will  be  no  further 
cuts  in  open  hours  or  services.  It  probably  also  means  that  the 
main  library  will  stay  open  on  Sundays,  and  the  library  ser- 
\  ices  to  the  jails  program  will  continue.  The  major  casualty  of 
the  cuts  is  that  resource  branches  lost  their  Monday  hours. 
This  began  in  June  and  will  continue  for  the  foreseeable  fu- 
ture. 

The  Find  the  Funds  campaign  run  by  the  Friends  of  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  and  the  Co  ncil  of  Neighbor- 
hood Libraries  managed  to  convince  the  mayor  to  reduce  the 
amount  he  proposed  to  cut  (from  SI. 7  million  to  SI  million)

is  one  of  a  number  of  properties  for  which  the  DPW  would 
prefer  to  relieve  itself  of  responsibility.  The  reason  most  often 
cited  in  this  effort  is  the  current  budget  squeeze. 
2.  An  offer  to  purchase  a  portion  of  the  green  space  has  been 
made  by  the  adjacent  landowners  between  Diamond  and 
Brompton.  They  would  like  to  include  the  green  space  in  that 
block  in  their  proposed  mixed  use  (commercial  and  housing) 
development. 

GPA  Concerns 

The  Glen  Park  Association  is  very  concerned  about  the 
potential  loss  of  this  neighborhood  amenity. 

1 .  It  presents  a  clear  and  memorable  signature  for  the  Glen 
Park  neighborhood,  unmistakable  from  Bosworth  Street,  the 
BART  station,  and  many  other  parts  of  the  neighborhood 
because  of  its  mature  trees  and  lush  appearance. 

2.  It  provides  a  pedestrian  link  between  "downtown  Glen 
Park"  and  BART  and,  at  the  other  end.  Glen  Canyon  Park.  It 
actually  brings  the  park  into  the  commercial  center  of  the 
village. 

3.  It  acts  as  a  physical,  acoustical,  visual,  and  psychological 
buffer  between  the  residential  and  playground  areas  to  its

Representatives  oi"  Neighbors  of  the  Excelsior  (NOTE) 
and  the  Greater  West  Portal  Neighborhood  Association  spoke 
about  their  groups'  projects  and  concerns.  Both  painted  a 
gloomy  picture  of  the  new  Jordan  Planning  Commission  and 
stressed  the  need  to  monitor  and  participate  in  Planning  Com- 
mission hearings.  NOTE  did  a  detailed  survey  of  its  neighbor- 
hood's housing  stock  and  worked  with  the  Planning 
Department  to  establish  objective  standards  for  what  kinds  of 
buildings  preserve  and  enhance  the  neighborhood  character.

Zoning  &  Planning  Committee 

At  the  July  general  meeting  it  was  voted  that  a  letter  be 
sent  to  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  City  Planning  in 
response  to  a  proposed  house  on  Poppy  Lane  east  of  Diamond 
Street. 

Neighborhood  concerns  about  the  project  focussed  on  the 
following  factors: 

1 .  Its  impact  on  the  site's  hillside  open  space, 

2.  Its  greater  size  and  height  than  nearby  houses, 

3.  Its  possible  setting  of  a  precedent  for  further 
development  of  Poppy  Lane, 

4.  Its  potential  as  a  safety/fire  hazard.  The  lane's 
width  is  not  proper  for  emergency  vehicle  access. 

The  zoning  and  planning  committee  is  continuing  to 
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monitor  the  proposal,  which  is  presently  on  "hold"  for  review 
in  the  Planning  Department.

Stop  Sign  on  Elk  at  Chenery?

(Linda  Chairs  GPA 's  Traffic  Committee) 

I'm  hearing  from  residents  near  the  park  about  their 
problems  with  the  traffic  speeding  down  from  Diamond 
Heights,  specifically  on  Elk,  Chenery,  Sussex,  Arbor,  Mizpah, 
and  Paradise  streets. 

Other  Glen  Park  residents  argue  that  they  must  maintain 
or  increase  speed  down  Elk  to  climb  the  subsequent  hill,  ei- 
ther to  Bosworth  or  Diamond  Heights. 

The  San  Francisco  Traffic  Department  in  the  midst  of  a 
study  of  traffic  and  parking  in  the  neighborhood  (at  the  Glen 
Park  Association's  request),  is  being  contacted  directly  by 
angry  residents  about  the  need  for  stop  signs  along  Elk  — 
both  at  the  crest  of  the  hill  where  Sussex  intersects  with  Elk 
and  at  the  base  of  the  hill  where  Chenery  and  Elk  meet. 

As  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Chair,  I'm  hearing  a  number 
of  horror  stories...have  I  heard  yours? 

Apparently,  no  reports  have  been  filed  with  the  police 
about  the  problems.  I  need  your  anecdotal  evidence  of  what  is 
occurring.  Please  leave  a  message  at  585-6314  or  at  762 
Chenery  so  that  I  can  forward  your  concerns  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Traffic  Department  for  their  consideration.^

Arson  in  Glen  Park 

On  Friday  July  24lh  at  approximately  2:30  a.m.  arson 
struck  Glen  Canyon  Park.  Highway  flares  were  used  to  set 
fires  on  the  East  slope  of  the  canyon  near  Christopher  Park 
Playground  and  also  on  the  west  slope  adjacent  to 
CTShaughnessy  Boulevard. 

Investigator  Karl  Selchau  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  De- 
partment stressed  the  need  for  all  properties  bordering  the 
canyon  to  maintain  fire  breaks  in  their  yards  to  prevent  an 
Oakland  hills-type  disaster. 

On  July  28th,  again  at  2:30  a.m.  an  auto  was  burned  on 
the  first  block  of  Chilton.  This  is  also  suspected  of  being  an 
intentional  fire.

north  and  the  heavy  traffic  on  Bosworth  Street. 

4.  The  loss  of  any  link  in  the  chain  of  green  space  on  the 

blocks  from  Diamond  Street  to  Elk  would  significantly 

weaken  its  presence,  its  usefulness,  and  its  significance  to  the 

community. 

The  association  has  been  working  on  preserving  the 
green  space  in  many  ways  in  the  recent  past. 

1 .  When  an  interdepartmental  letter  incorrectly  identifying  a 
portion  of  the  green  space  as  surplus  and  saleable  was  found 
in  city  files  by  GPA  member  Roberta  Caravelli,  she  immedi- 
ately blew  the  whistle  and,  in  response,  the  Department  of 
City  Planning  corrected  the  errant  letter,  identifying  the  land 
as  open  space  in  the  city's  master  plan  and  not  saleable  with- 
out approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

2.  This  triggered  increased  concern  within  the  GPA  and  under 
the  coordination  of  Jeff  Byers,  a  petition  was  circulated  call- 
ing on  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  strengthen  its  protection  of 
the  entire  strip  of  green  space.  That  petition,  with  more  than 
600  names,  is  being  held  by  the  Glen  Park  Association  for 
strategic  and  timely  use  in  its  effort  to  retain  this  amenity. 

3.  The  association  has  developed  communication  links  with 
the  Department  of  City  Planning,  DPW,  and  the  Real  Estate 
Department,  making  certain  they  are  all  aware  of  our  collec- 
tive concern  about  our  green  space.  We  have  written  to  and 


met  with  administrators  of  each  department  to  stress  our  de- 
termination to  keep  it  whole. 

In  response  to  the  DPW's  desire  to  reduce  its  responsibil- 
ity for  the  green  space,  we  have  this  month  created  a 
Bosworth  Green  Space  Committee  which  has  the  following 
mandate: 

1.  Identify  the  alternatives  which  DPW  might  consider  in  its 
attempts  to  reduce  its  responsibilities  for  the  green  space. 

2.  Identify  how  the  neighborhood  can  and  should  respond  to 
those  alternative  courses  of  action. 

3.  Identify  the  preferred  response,  why  it  would  be  preferred, 
and  what  other  responses  are  acceptable,  if  any. 

4.  Develop  a  recommendation  for  consideration  by  the  full 
GPA  Board  of  Directors  and  membership  addressing  actions 
which  should  be  taken,  the  reasons  for  those  actions,  and 
strategies  for  executing  them. 

The  committee  will  be  considering  the  issue  over  the 
next  couple  of  months.  Anyone  who  wishes  is  encouraged  to 
provide  the  committee  with  his  or  her  thoughts  or  any  infor- 
mation which  may  prove  useful  in  helping  the  committee 
grapple  with  what  is  a  very  major  concern  to  our  neighbor- 
hood.

Michael  Bemick  has  become  Glen  Park's  representative 
on  the  BART  Board  as  a  result  of  redisricting.  In  a  recent 
letter  he  took  the  following  satmd  on  neighborhood  develop- 
ment: "I  am  one  of  the  main  proponents  of  siting  development 
near  suburban  BART  stations.  However,  as  my  record  over 
the  past  four  years  indicates,  /  have  never  supported  any  de- 
velopment that  the  neighborhood  groups  did  not  support. 
Clearly,  it  is  not  BARTs  role  to  place  development,  on  our 
land  or  adjacent  land,  where  it  is  not  wanted  by  the  people 
who  live  in  the  neighborhood."  (Italics  are  Mr.  Bernick's.)^ 
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Ecosystems,  Communities  &  Involvement

What's  ahead  for  Glen  Park  and  San  Francisco?  Cities 
are  ecosystems,  as  fragile  in  their  way  as  wetlands  or  the 
home  territory  of  the  spotted  owl.  Yet  city  officials  appeal-  to 
be  ignoring  this  in  their  planning,  and  have  directed  San  Fran- 
cisco toward  rapid  exponential  growth  without  concern  for 
the  environmental  factors.  This  city's  environment  has  three 
major  limitations  to  its  growth:  water,  money,  and  land  area. 

Government  leaders  circumvented  the  land  shortage  by 
zoning  changes  begun  in  1978.  San  Francisco's  zoned  capac- 
ity is  now  more  than  double  current  density,  with  about 
330,000  existing  housing  units  but  zoning  that  allows  for 
more  than  670,000  units.1 

The  physical  impact  this  can  have  on  Glen  Park  can  eas- 
ily be  seen  using  the  zoning  map  in  the  June  issue  of  the  Glen 
Park  New  s.  Take  a  walk  with  the  map  and  count  the  number 
of  single  family  homes  in  areas  of  higher  density  zoning  (RH- 
2,  RH-3,  RM-1,  NC-2).  There  are  more  than  20,000  single 
family  homes  in  this  city  in  areas  of  higher  density  zoning. 
Each  and  every  one  is  at  risk.  Where  U.S.  and  California  cit- 
ies average  67%  single  family  homes,  San  Francisco  only  has 
34%  —  it's  already  denser  than  other  cities  of  the  same  size. 
Between  1980  and  1990, 58%  of  the  housing  added  was 
buildings  of  more  than  20  units.2 

Another  short  tour  can  show  even  more  clearly  where 
city  leaders  are  headed.  Pass  by  the  corner  of  Chenery  and 
Mateo.  Then  go  over  to  the  new  townhouses  on  Andover 
Street  off  Crescent  and  gaze  at  the  five  buildings  on  what 
looks  like  a  little  more  than  three  lots  in  a  block  zoned  for 
single  family  homes.  Now  stop  by  the  Safeway  on  Ocean 
Avenue  and  study  both  it  and  its  mate  on  the  opposite  comer. 
These  are  all  examples  of  the  "visual  density"  that  appears  to 
be  the  "rule"  these  days,  rather  than  the  "exception." 

Having  overcome  the  land  limitation  by  increasing  den- 
sity, city  officials  appear  to  have  no  other  concerns.  The  water 
supply  is  at  41%  of  normal.  Recent  tree  growth  studies  show 
that  the  current  drought  is  not  unusual  but  a  fact  of  life  in  a 
semi-arid  region.  San  Francisco's  infrastructure  has  about  SI 
billion  in  deferred  maintenance,  but  the  city  is  almost  at  its 
borrowing  limit,  and  the  budget  crisis  is  worse  every  year.

Suggested  solutions  for  the  water  shortage  include  steal- 
ing from  other  areas  (Oregon,  which  is  having  a  drought  also) 
or  expensive  impractical  solutions  like  DPW's  water  reclama- 
tion scheme  or  desalinization. 

Both  the  lack  of  money  and  infrastructure  maintenance, 
are  directly  tied  to  overspending  and  inefficiencies  in  city 
government  (one  city  worker  for  every  29  residents) \  and 
past  and  current  development.  Development  impact  fees  were 
instituted  late,  are  unrealistically  applied  mainly  to  only  large 
office  projects,  and  are  not  inclusive  of  the  total  infrastructure 
impact. 

The  Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments  (ABAG) 
dictates,  with  authority  from  the  state,  adding  2,000  housing 
units  a  year  with  never  a  whisper  about  how  to  provide  ser- 
vices to  the  new  people,  or  even  the  people  who  live  here 
now.  And  although  San  Francisco  has  gotten  the  lion's  share

of  subsidized  housing  bond  money  intended  for  the  entire 
state  (50%  in  most  years  that  it  was  available),  no  one  has 
given  this  city  the  funds  for  the  social  and  physical  infrastruc- 
ture and  services  these  residents  will  need. 

The  city  and  its  taxpayers  will  bear  the  burden  for  63% 
of  the  costs  of  Mission  Bay  and  its  associated  projects,  in- 
creasing the  cost  of  living  for  every  resident  by  almost  $3,400 
a  year.3  Proponents  of  Mission  Bay  running  for  Supervisor 
this  November  include:  Angela  Alioto,  Jim  Gonzales,  Tom 
Hsieh,  Richard  Hongisto,  and  Sue  Bierman. 

Concerned  residents  have  three  actions  they  can  take. 
Vote  intelligently.  Get  involved  in  city  government.  Partici- 
pate in  the  neighborhood  association. 

This  November  it  is  crucial  that  residents  vote  from  an 
informed  position.  Alioto,  Hsieh,  Kennedy,  and  Hallinan  all 
voted  to  increase  the  sewer  tax.  Alioto,  Hallinan,  and 
Kennedy  were  three  of  the  four  guaranteed  votes  the  devel- 
oper of  the  Ray  Oil  Burner  project  had,  these  votes  drastically 
limited  the  neighbors'  appeal  and  left  these  residents  power- 
less. 

Also  in  November,  voters  will  see  a  bond  issue  for  unre- 
inforced  masonry  buildings  where  the  city  will  pay  8%  inter- 
est and  lend  the  money  at  3%  or  9%,  depending  on  the 
building's  use.  The  taxpayer  will  subsidize  both  administra- 
tive costs  and  the  5%  interest  differential. 

Residents  should  attend  public  hearings  on  issues  of  land 
use  and  budget/expenditures.  Those  who  cannot  attend  should 
minimally  write  to  the  pertinent  officials.  If  enough  residents 
take  the  time  to  get  involved,  this  environment  can  be  saved.

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The  streets,  roads  and  highways,  the  transit  systems,  the  water 
supply  delivery  system,  and  the  criminal  justice  system  are  all 
obviously  past  capacity,  and  this  affects  every  resident. 

GPA's  meetings  and  activities  are  just  as  important  to  the 
neighborhood's  future  as  the  city  wide  hearings.  For  instance, 
a  builder  is  currently  trying  to  buy  the  open  space  on 
Bosworth  between  Diamond  and  Brompton.  This  is  the  first 
step  toward  building  a  mixed  use  project  described  in  the 
survey  printed  last  fall  by  the  Glen  Park  News.  Will  the  city 
sell  it  to  him?  Take  part  in  this  decision;  come  to  the  Glen 
Park  Rec  Center  the  second  Tuesday  of  every  month.*"*

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Is  Reclaimed  Water  Practical?

At  the  July  GPA  meeting,  Karen  Kubick  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  presented  a  plan  to 
use  treated  sewage  water  for  maintaining  large  expanses  of 
turf  in  places  like  Golden  Gate  Park,  San  Francisco  State 
College  and  the  zoo. 

This  plan  is  expensive  and  possibly  unsafe.  The  treat- 
ment would  use  reverse  osmosis  to  remove  metals,  com- 
bined with  chlorination  to  eliminate  enteric  bacteria 
(choloforms).  DPW  refers  to  this  as  "tertiary  sewage  treat- 
ment," but  in  fact  true  tertiary  treatment  yields  drinkable 
water.  DPW's  plan  treats  bacteria,  but  doesn't  deal  with  all 
viruses  or  funguses. 

The  plan  would  require  duplication  of  existing  water 
lines  in  many  areas  of  the  San  Francisco.  The  city  is  hoping 
for  state  bond  monies  to  pay  for  these  lines.  Both  Golden 
Gate  Park  and  the  zoo  would  be  able  to  make  preparations 
using  previously  approved  bond  money. 

Even  a  well-implemented  water  recycling  plan  is  not 
the  full  answer  to  San  Francisco's  water  shortage.  Recy- 
cling efforts  could  lead  to  a  false  sense  of  security.  This 
recycling  plan  can  service  only  a  small  portion  of  the  actual 
demand  created  by  a  growing  population  in  an  arid  region. 

It's  frustrating  for  city  officials  and  residents  alike  that 
Nature  is  not  cooperating.  The  70  year  average  inflow  from 
Hetch-Hetchy  is  1 .8  million  acre  feet  per  hear  (MAFY),  yet 
between  1987  and  1992  the  system  has  received  an  average 
of  only  .95  MAFY  (53%).  The  current  on-hand  supply  is 
only  41%  of  normal. 

San  Francisco  itself  has  one  of  the  lowest  water  de- 
mands per  capita  in  the  nation,  due  to  cool  summers  and 
lack  of  large  private  landscaping.  Nevertheless  the  city  has 
one  of  the  most  stringent  rations  in  the  system.  The  33  other 
entities  served  by  Hetch  Hetchy  have  different  needs,  but 
they  also  have  other  sources  of  water.  So,  although  they 
have  experienced  the  same  cutbacks  from  Hetch-Hetchy, 
their  citizens  have  not  had  to  tighten  their  belts  as  much. 

The  1984  contract  between  San  Francisco  and  most  of 
these  other  entities  sets  both  rates  and  supply  for  a  25  year 
term.  Portions  of  San  Jose  and  Santa  Clara  are  on  a  tempo- 
rary contract  which  can  be  terminated  with  a  two  year  no- 
tice. Other  contracts  and  deeds,  dating  back  as  far  as  the 
1 800' s  were  in  effect  when  the  system  was  purchased. 

The  SF  Water  Department  has  not  placed  any  growth 
limits  on  communities  served  by  the  system.  To  qualify  for 
additional  water,  a  community  need  only  prove  that  certain 
conservation  efforts  have  been  used  in  planning. 

If  San  Francisco  is  truly  concerned  about  having  an 
adequate  water  supply,  growth  must  be  matched  to  this 
limited  resource.  Meanwhile,  don't  be  lulled  into  compla- 
cency by  partial  recycling  plans,  and  make  officials  prove 
the  adequacy  of  anything  they  propose,0*- 
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and  get  the  finance  committee  of  the  Board  oi'  Supervisors  to 
propose  adding  back  $250,000.  (Supervisor  Achtenberg 
found  the  S250K  in  the  budget.)  The  full  board  approved  this 
addition.  It  looks  hopeful  that  the  library  will  get  these  funds 
no  matter  how  the  state  budget  affects  San  Francisco. 

There  is  still  a  question  of  state  funds  to  libraries,  San 
Francisco's  share  being  $282,728.  All  I  can  say  now  is  that  it 
is  currently  back  in  the  proposed  budget. 

Story  Hour  Resumes 

There  is  more  good  news  for  Glen  Park  Branch.  Last 
year  budget  cuts  forced  the  branch  to  close  on  Tuesday  morn- 
ings (the  only  morning  it  was  open)  ending  the  preschool 
story  hour.  Well  the  library  is  open  again  on  Tuesday,  at  10 
a.m.,  to  preschoolers,  their  parents,  and  day  care  groups. 
Through  the  library's  substitute  program,  Dorcas  Thomas,  a 
retired  librarian,  reads  stories  and  leads  kids  in  songs  and 
games.  Unfortunately,  the  library  is  not  open  to  the  general 
public  until  1  p.m..  Still,  this  seems  a  real  effort  to  provide  for 
the  needs  of  the  community  in  hard  monetary  times. 

Boon  to  Branches 

1  represent  Glen  Park  at  the  Council  of  Neighborhood 
Libraries  and  have  been  appointed  to  the  Board  of  the  Friends 
of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library.  This  is  good  news  be- 
cause it  will  insure  that  Glen  Park  and  other  small  neighbor- 
hood branches  are  noticed,  and  that  their  importnace  is  not 
forgotten  by  those  making  policy. 

Volunteer  work  along  those  lines  has  already  had  an 
effect.  The  5  year  plan  that  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library 
has  just  issued  states  as  a  goal  that  it  is  their  policy  to  keep  all 
branches  open.
